PAST, PRESENT, FUTURE. 


Twenty-five years ago the white 
settler was an almost unknown 
quantity in the beautiful Bow 
Valley, and the acreage in that 
tertile area under cultivation was 
infinitesimal. Hon. Mr Cushing, 
in a reminiscent speech delivered 
recently at Calgary, stated that 
twenty-flve years ago there were 
only three white women residing in 
the district between Fort Macleod 
and the Red Deer River. That is 
a striking instance of the condition 
of the country in the eighties. 

But now the scene is changed, 
and changed in a more marvellous 
manner than even the most san- 
guine of the early pioneers could 
either have hoped or anticipated. 
From being a vast unpeopled plain, 
with hardly a vestige of human 
activity, save at the dwellings of 
the nomadic Red Indians, the 
whole of the valley of the Bow is 
now dotted over with smiling home- 
steads, while at intervals of every 
ten miles or so along the railway 
line are thriving centres of com- 
merce, where the farmer exchanges 
the crop which he has garnered 
from the wonderfully productive 
soil tor the necessities and luxuries 
with which the merchant can supply 
him, and also for the implements 
and capital with which he = can 
produce larger crops and corres- 
pondingly larger profits. 

What is the reason for this great 
change between the Bow Valley of 
to-day and the Bow Valley of 
twenty-five years ago? The 
answer is that to vo single cause 
can be ascribed the reason for the 
transformation, There have been 
many potent influences at work to 
bring it about, and several of these 
may be enumerated. First and 
foremost comes the fertility af 
soil, Which ~ tas “delighted” 
practical agriculturist who has 
examined it with a critical eye, or 
has tested its crop-producing qua!- 
ities by actual experience. Next 
comes the railway, which has 
brought the Valley within reach of 
the markets and commerce of the 
world, and brought the settlers tu 
their new homes. The Irrigation 
and Colonization Company’s scheme 
has also been a great factor in the 
advancement of thedistrict. it has 
been an agency that has brought 
thousands upon’ thousands ot 
settlers, and its irrigation scheme,

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OYSTERS. 


How They Are Nurse Nursed and Reared 
and Prepared For Market. 


Oystermen nowadays are farmers 
of the deep. They own their aru- 
ficial beds and seed them down and 
cultivate them carefully and watch 
their crops and scarecrow off at - 
datory nordes, both men and fish, 
that otherwise would prey upon them, 
‘just as the careful husbandmau ta 
bors in his fields. Such an oyster 
bed as this may comprise a sea cover- 
ed patch of any where from 50 tu 300 
acres of “bottom,” floored preferably 
with good, clean sand or broken rock 
or shell, yet frequently devoid at 
the start of all natural growth of the 
oysters. 

On the natural beds the oysters 
spawn tremendously in the first warm 
months of summer. The spawn at- 
taches itself like millions of freckles 
to anything affording «a foothold— 
anything sharp,.like broken shells, 
old bottles, other oysters and roexs. 
With incredible rapidity these free 
les expand, becoming ‘‘spats’— 
small finger nail oysters, already 
housed in walls of lime. 
ar comes the oysterman, he of 
t schooner with its two big iron 
dredges, and he in the skiff with his 


tongs. Both begin to pillage the 
beds in long, haf days of applica- 
tion. They fetch up tons of baby 


oysters, pitch back tons and tons of 
rock or broken shel! for the foot 


hold of oysters yet to be and, sail- 


{ ing away to their staked out farms, 


scatter all this ‘‘seed’’ beneath the 
waves 

Not only are the private oyster 
beds carefully divided one from an- 
other by the best of good stake 
hedges, but each holding is subdivid- | 
ed again into many smaller fields to 
facilflate the work This becomes 
necessary from the fact that the seed 
must be permitted to grow for fully | 
three seasons before marketable 
oysters can be harvested. Therefore 
when, with the advent of September, 
the Wastn for bivalves has begun 
the schooners are manned with 
oystermen proper, who go down to 
dredge out a three-year-old crop for 
the towns. 

They are dredged from the beds 
just as rapidly as men and machines 
can fetch them forth. The dredge 
comes up from the deep like a min- 
ing cage of steel. Its cargo upon its | 
arrival is dumped upon the deck, and ' 
over it goes for another., Meanwhile 
a crew of furiously working men are 
busily culling at the heap. Scores of 
the oysters come up in lumpy colon- 
ies, where six, eight, ten or more of 


| the creatures are cemented together 


in a group. The men, armed with 
hammers and skillful at the work, 
give one sharp tap at such an aggre- 
gation and break all its unite apart. 


A false blow might serve to kill 
many oysters. 
Having loaded her decks, the 


schooner goes home, only to discharge 
with all possible speed and hasten 
again to her labors. At the docks 
in the meantime equally arduous em- 
ployment is abundant. The oysters 
are forked like so much coke upon 
especially constructed floats, which, 
provided with tanks w submerge 
them, are lowered at once below the 
ebb tide level, where they “drink” 
and fatten for at least three changes 
of the tide, being watched like nurs- 
ing babies. The moment they are 
just exactly right another hurried 
business is on hand. 

The tanks are pumped out, up 
come the floats, and men descend 
upon them ljke rubber booted demons 


to shovel them swiftly to a scow. 
And now, being@&bsclutely at their 
finest, they must all be rushed to 
market

The Potsen In Mackerel, 

There is no more wholesome fvod 
among fish than a mackerel, yet close 
along the backbone of that same edi- 
ble there lies a strip of flesh which may 
bring you to death’s door even if it 
fails to kill you. You may eat it a 
hundred times and it wiil be as whole- 
some as the rest of the fish, but the 
hundred and first time or earlier it 
may cause terrible trouble. ‘This is be- 
eause it occasionally, without any sign 
or any known reason, distills a power- 
ful irritant poison. There is no dif- 
ference in the appearance of the fish 
er in its flavor; nothing to warn you 
of the danger. The only remedy is to 
leave the spine of the fish alone and not 
take the flesh that lies in the atgle of 
the backbone’s edges. There is never 
@ year without a few deaths from this 
cause, though you might eat mackerel 
scores of times without taking barm. 
Yet animals bave some way of detect- 
ing the poison, and a cat will not eat 
the flesh from the mackerel’s spine if 
it is dangerous. It is not a question 
ef staleness—a perfectly fresh fish may 
be deadly and a atale one harmless.— 
London Standard.

For this purpose 
a fine concrete creamery is in course 
of erection, which will be equipped 
with all the latest machinery known 
to the art of butter making. At 
the present time cream of 32 per 
cent is turnished the dining cars 
from the product of 17 cows. 

A new concrete barn and silo, 
capable of accomodation 200 ani- 
mals, of which 60 will be milch 
cows, in use at all seasons of the 
year, is being built. The plans of 
this building provide for one of the 
best live stock barns to be found 
anywhere, and every provision is 
made for the cleanliness and com- 
fort of the animals in theline ofsew- | Morse Gasoline 
erage, water supply and facilities ‘ 
for feeding.
